Presbyterian church, shall by virtue of proper deeds of convey-
ance, made as hereinbefore provided, vest in the congregational 
church, so organized as'aforesaid : Provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to give the trustees of the Pres-
byterian church the power to sell or convey the Platteville Acad. 
only.
